Response to Amendment

made of record. Currently, claims 1-12 and 35-37 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-9 of the remarks, filed 4/30/07, with respect 
to claims 1 , 7, and 10 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1-12 and 35-37 has been withdrawn. 

Examiner's Amendment
